To incorporate Lawrence Institute of Wisconsin. 

Be it enacted by the Council and House of Representatives 
of the Territory of Wisconsin : 

Section 1. That Rev. Reeder Smith, Henry R. Colemao, Names ancf 
William H. Sampson, Gov. Henry Dodge, Hon. Mason C. ^^J^^^^?^^^^^^^ 
Darling, Hon. Morgan L. Martin, Hon. Nathaniel P. Tall- 
madge, Henry S. Baird, Esq., Prof. De Witt C. Vosburg, 
Jacob L. Bean, Esq., William Dutcher, Esq., George E. H. 
Day, Esq., and Loyal H. Jones, and their successors, be and 
they are hereby created a body politic and corporate to be 
styled the board of trustees of Lawrence Institute. of Wis- 
consin, and shall be trustees of said corporation, for the pur- 
pose of further establishing, maintaining, and conducting the 
institution of learning for the education of youth generally, 
and by the aforesaid corporate name to remain in perpetual 
succession, with full power to sue and be sued, to plead and pq^^^xs of 
be impleaded, to acquire, hold and convey property, real and corporation, 
personal, provided always that the annual income shall not 
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exceed ten thousand dollars ; to have and use a common seal, 
to alter and renew the same at pleasure, to make and jilter 
.from time to time such bye-laws as they may deem necessary 
for the government of said institution, its officers and ser* 
vants : Provided, such bye-laws are not inconsistent with the 
constitution and laws of the*' United States, or of this territo- 
ry ; also, to have power to confer on those whom they may 
deem worthy all such honors and degrees as are usually con- 
ferred in colleges and like institutions in the United States. 

Sec. 2. Therd shall be at all times thirteen trustees of 
saM corporation, a majarity of whom shall constittite a Rio- 
rum for the transaction of business. No religious t«-nets or 
opinions shall be requisite as a qualification for the office of 
trustee, except a full belief in divine revelation^ nor of any 
students shall any religious tenet be required to entitle them 
to all the privileges of the institution ; and no particular te- 
nets, distinguishing between the different christian denomi- 
nations, shall be required as a qualification for professors in 
said institution, and no student shall be required \o attend 
religious worship with any specific denomination, except as 
specified by the student himself, his parents or guardians. 

Sec. 3. That the said institute shall be located on Fox' 
river, between Little Kaukalau and the foot of Winnebago 
lake, at such place as the trustees shall select, and shall be 
erected on a plan sufficiently extensive to afl[brd ample facil- 
ities to perfect the scholar, it being understood that at no 
time are they required to exceed the means under their con-' 
trol. 

That the board of trustees shall hold their first 
meeting at Fond du Lac within six months after the passage

Be it enacted by the Council and House of RepresetUatices 
of the Territory of Wisconsin : 

Section 1. Whenever an election precinct in those coun-, 
ties under the county system of government shall be altered, 
divided, or a new precinct created, it shall be the duty of the < 
clerk of the board of county commissioners of the proper 
county to issue three notices to such precinct, and deliver the 
same to the sheriff, whose duty it shall be, within ten days 
after receiving said notices, to post them up in three of the 
most public places in such precinct. 

Sec. 2. Whenever a precinct is thus divided, altered, or 
a new one created, the justices of the peace and constables in 
office at the time of such division, alteration, or creation shall 
cotitinue to hold their office for the term or terms for which 
they were severally elected ; and it shall be the duty of the

and which shall remain the property of the Corporation, 
wherein he shall note the time when, the person from whom, 
the amount of the several sums received, and the source from

3. To make, open, keep in repair, grade, improve, or dis- 
continue streets, avenues, lanes, alleys, sewers, aud side- 
walks ; to keep them free from incumbra,i^es, and to protect 
them from injury. 

4. To organize fire companies, hook and ladder compa- 
nies ; to regulate their government, and the times and man- 
ner of their exercise ; to provide all necessary apparatus for 
the extinguishment of fires ; to require the owners of build- 
ings to provide and keep suitable ladders and fire buckets, 
which are hereby declared to be appurtenances to the real 
estate, and exempt from seizure, distress, or sale in any man- 
ner ; and if the owner shall refuse to procure suitable ladders 
or &re buckets, after reasonable notice, the trustees may pro- 
cure and deliver the same to him, and in default of payment 
therefor, may bring an action of deht against said owner, 
and be entitletd to recover in such action the value of such 
ladders or fire buckets, or both, with costs of suit ; to regu- 
late the storage of gunpowder, and other dangerous materi- 
als ; to direct the safe construction [of a place] 'for the de- 
posit of ashes, and severally enter into, or appoint one joy 
more officers to enter into, at reasonable times, and exam- 
ine all dwelling houses, 'lots, yards, crifclosures, andbilild- 
ings of every description, in order to discov.^ whether any of 
them are in a dangerous condition, and to cause such fls may 
be dangerous to be put into a safe condition; to. compel the 
owners of houses and buildings to have scuttles on the roofs 
of said houses and buildings, if deemed necessary ; to regu- 
late the manner of putting up stoves and stove pipes ; to pre- 
vent fires, and the use of%fire-w6rks and fire-armS within the 
limits of said village, or such parts thereof as they may think 
proper ; to compel the inhabitants of sajd village to aid in 
the extinguishment of fires, and to. pull, break down, and 
raze such buildings in the vicinity of [the] fire as shall be 
directed by the trustees, or any four of them who may bei 
present at a fire, for the purpose of preventing its cornmuni- 
cation.to other buildings; and any buildiings so destroyed

Sbction 1. That in the township of Sun Prairie, in the What prop*, 
county of Dane aforesaid, in addition to the property nowj^axedl* 
subject to taxation by law, the following property shall be 
assessed and taxed in the same manner as is now provided 
by law, for all purposes, to wit v All improvements on lands, 
town lots, and real estate, and all personal property, (and the 
term personal property, as used in this act, shall be construed

MEMORIAL 

To the President of the United States relative 
to the sale of certain lands. 

To His Excdlerucy^ James E. Polhy President of the Umted 
States : 

The memorial of the Council and House of Representa-. 
lives of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Wis- 
consin respectfully represents : 

That by the late proclamaUon issued for the sale of l^ndi 
ip the Mineral Point land district, in the territory of Wiscon- 
sin, to l)e held at Mineral Point, in this territory, on the 24th 
day of May next, a large number of tracts .of land are pro- 
claimed for sale which were entered at the Mineral Point 
lAod office several years since, some of them as early as 
1S34, in accordance with the laws of the United States r^- 
i&lating the sales of the public land)3. Some of these lands 
too, which are so again proclaimed for sale^ were entered by 
pre-emption, and some were purchased at public sale, at pri- 
Q09 ranji^ing from Qne dollar and tweoty-fifve cents to sixty 
dollars and upwards p^ acre ; and whatever value may at- 
tach to them has been created by the labor and improve- 
meataof the pioneer settlers of the country, who, coming into 
eur ierr^ory nt an early day, and exposed to peouliftr hard- 
aktpsaiid priv^tiiNis^ hare by (heir own han^OYiHtii^ tte 
<#K^a|9» ciiUiyated tho praif iea, opened the mis»i ^Q^aPBipM 
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^.theairts.

Gjerns the people of the western portion affects sutore or ieaft 
the people of all olher portions of the territory. 

Of 4he highest importance to the Settlers. of tlie country is^ 
the tenure by which they hold their lands. If the tenure be 
fixed, certain and stable, industry is encouraged, permanenl 
improvements ^re made, and a settled an^ thrifty population 
occupy the soil. But where lands are held by hn uncertain, 
capricious tenure, industry languishes, in^provements are re- 
tarded, and the population is changing and unsettled. These 
evils, which, to no inconsiderable extent, have for many 
years existed in a portion of this territory, are qovv threatened 
te be increased and aggravated by the proposed sale of lands 
which years ago were entered at the Mineral Point land 

office. 
If there have been occasional instances of frnud in the 

entry of lands, it is respectfully suggested that the judicial 

tribunals are alone the proper sources to investigate the evil 

and apply the remedy j and that to expose again to sale the 

lax\ds embraced in the said proclamation which have been 

once entered, without such entries having been set aside by 

a decree of a competent jtidicial tribunal, would be making 

the innoeent purchaser suffer from the acts of the fraud uleol, 

sad would be fnuigbt with iojuatiee and riiia.to a large n«iin« 

her who have violated no law, and who are not obnoxious l» 

t}^ slig)iteat i^harg^ df hayiiig w^gtd pr 4^E»iided/^ 
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Yma memorialuto are flemieded that fbe ^Em 6f another 
pablic sale of buds which have once hecm entered, would be 
bat itiU further to unsettle the titles of land in the western 
portion of Wisconsin, create Texatiotrs Utigation, promote 
distrnst and disaffection, and distorb the publk peace. It 
coul^ net fail also to have a tendency to diminish materiaUy 
tlie sales of land never before offered, as a gei^ral feeHng of 
insecurity would perrade the tninds of the settlers of that 
portion of the county as to the tenure %y which 'they hold 
their lands purchased of the goTemment, and a constant ap« 
prehension be felt that on some change in the administratioa 
of the affairs of the general Isnd office, or of the general 
government, their purchase^ of land might be again regarded 
as invalid, and after years of labor and large sums of money 
expended upon them, might be again exposed to public sale« 
and themselves and their families reduced to penury and 
ruin. The disastrous effects of such a state of things upon 
the prosperity of our territory, now about emerging from ter» 
litorial dependence to the position of a sovereign state, can- 
not fail to be obvious to Your Excellency. 

These lands, so entered, and which are now for a second 
time proclaimed for sale, comprise the homesteads of a large 
number of actual settlers in our territory, who purchased 
their lands of the government in good faith, for the purpose 
of actual settlement, who have beefi living upon them for 
years, have long paid taxes upon them, have opened and cul- 
tivated farms, erected permanent and substantial buildings, 
and exhausted upon them, in many instances, all their means 
in making improvements, and in providing a home for them- 
selves and their families. 

To expose these lands agf^n to sale would be to strip a 
large number of the settlers in our, territory of their dear- 
bought ho^es, tQ invite cupidity and avarice to take adviua* 
t^ge of the poor and the necessitous, to open the doer to q^ 
pression and injustice, and to hazard the peace and wel^rei 
of an important potion of our territory. 

In view of all these facts, and urged by^he most important 
considerations of public policy and pnUic justice, ^nd as lh^ 
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only eHfeetDial means of prote^j^ting'aBd securipg: the i^igfcts of 
inhoc^nt parties, the bg^latiye assfemhly of the temtoryojt 
Wisconsin rei^etfully. aad most earnestly petition Your Ex*

MEMORIAL 

To congress for the indemnification of Elbertt 
Dickenson V 

To the Honorable the S&nate and House of Representatives 
of the United States in Congress assembled ; 

The inemt)rial of the Legislative Assembly of the Territo-. 
ry of Wisconsin, respectfully sheweth.:- 

That some time in. the month of December, A. D> 1839, a< 
band of Winriebago Indians, consisting of about* seventy per- 
sofus, and coming frpmthe west jridfe of the Wisconsin riv^r,. 
aregion to which the Indian title had not been extinguished i. 
forcibly entered and took possession of the buildings and (ami 
of Elbert Dickenson, of Columbus, ihBortage. county, in the 
territory of Wisconsin, on th^' east side of the Wi^consinirif^ 
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tf : liiaf dtKBh j^bssessioii was retaiiiel by Ale said Ihdianir 
unfit sdme time in March following, dtiriiog which time thej 
tfubsisted'upon the provisions of the said Elbert Dickenson un- 
til the whole was exhausted. 

Yotir memorialists further shew that the damage sustained 
by the said filbert Dickenson, by reason of such forcible oc- 
cupation of his farm, and consumption of his provisions was 
very great. The wheat alone consumed by them amounted 
to twelve hundred bushels, of the value as estimated by six 
sworn appraisers, of nine hundred and seventy dollars. 

Believing that under the act of June 30th, 1834, common- 
ly called the Indian intercourse act, his losses would be re- 
funded, he applied to the war department for redress and 
compensation. 

His application to that department was rejected on the 
ground that his case did not come within the provisions of 
that act, and that therefore the department could not issue an 
order for the payment of the claim out of the Indian annuity. 

Your memorialists therefore recommend the case of this 
claimant to the favorable consideration of your honorable 
body, and trust the guaranty of the United States, given ia 
the aforementioned act, for the eventual indemnification of 
persons whose property has in such manner been taken, sto- 
len or destroyed, will be made available for the benefit of 
this claimant.

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MEMORIAL 

To congress relative to pre-emptions and public 
lands. 

To the Hon. Senate and House qf Bepr^entativeSy in Cot^ 
gress assembled : 

The memorial of the Legislative Assembly of the Terri- 
tory of Wisconsin respectfully sheweth : 

That the time extended to pre*emptors of public land has 
failed in the object designed by congress in the passing of 
said act, from the fact^hat one year is not sufficient to.enable 
the settler to realize any profits from said lands. 

Your memorialists would therefore represent that those 
persons who wish to settle on government lands, and receive 
the benefit of such pre-emptibn laws, are, as a general thing, 
persons of small means, and very frequently with large fam- 
ilies, and that one year is but just sufficient to enable them 
to get in a crop and provide a shelter for their families. 

Your memorialists would therefor^ pray your hcmomble 
body to pass ft law extending thetimeto five years, believ- 
ing that the ends of justice, humanity, and the interests of 
the country generally would be subserved thereby. 

Your memorialists would further represent, thAt the prac- 
tice of selling the public lands in large quantities to* individ- 
uals or companies, which land is not designed for immediate 
cultivation, is a serious drawback on the prosperity of the 
country, hirge bodies of such lands being at this time uncul- 
tivated, and held at such high prices that it cannot be ptrr- 
chafed for such purposes. Therefore your petitioners pray 
your honorable body to pass a law res^ficting the sales of 
pnUic lands to actual settlers. 

Your tnemorialists w'ould furdier respeotfiilly suggest that 
the sales of the pnbiic lands In this territory would be greatly

Tit tkt SekaH dmH House cf Repfrm^Matio^ 0/ t^€ Vtiitid 
States in Congress assembled : 

Thte metliityrial of the Council atid Hou^e of RepresentatiTea 
«lf the LegislWiVe Assembly of Wiscottshi:, Tespectftflly r^- 

That by tire late ptoclatnation issued by the president of 
the TJtfted States, for the sale of lands in the Mineral Point 
had district, in the tenitory of "Wisconsin, to be held at Min- 
eral Point, on the 24th day of May n^xt, a large number of 
tracts of land ate proclaimed for sale, which were entered at 
the Mineral Point land ofiice several years ago, some of them 
is early as 1834, in accordance with the laws of the United 
Slates regidating th^ sales of the public landi^. Some of the 
lands were entered by pre-emption, and some inhere purchased 
at public sale, at prices varying from one dollar aind twenty-five 
eents to sixty' dollars per acre. The principal vahie of these 
landsrat presort has been given to them in many cases by die 
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labor itad inipirovemefi^Ui of Jbe pioneer seitkrsjof tfaecoantiy^ 
who cai9e to the cduatiy &t an early day, a»d, were eicpoaed.tO' 
all th^ hardships aad privations peculiar to the sqltrlem^t 
of a uaw and wild country. Those privations and. .h^4^ijpp 
can be appreciated* by those and those only who are acquaint- 
ed with the nature and character of savage and uncivilized 
Indian tribes, with which Wisconsin, in the days of the early 
$eitlenxent of this pO;rapn of the country was filled. Tbesa 
settlers have, by their own handB, subdued the foreats, cul- 
tivated the prairies, opened the mines^ constructed roads, 
&c., and have thus done much and every thing towards de* 
veloping the rich resources of the country, and paving the 
way for the unparalleled growth and settlement of the rich- 
est portion of the hitherto public domain of the United States. 

In other instances these lands have been sold, and trans- 
ferred by the original settlers, to other persons, who have 
purchased, in good faith, and paid large considerations for 
improvements thereon, and from tiine to time have made 
further and other valuable improvements, equal m many in- 
stances to five times, at least, the original value of the land. 
These lands so entered, and transferred from individual to in- 
dividual, in some cases many times, and by deeds of warran- 
ty, are imxw offered for saie a second time under proclama- 
tion. 

As the most injurious and disastrous consequences woald 
result to a large and respectable portion of the citizens of 
Wisconsin,^ if the lands entered and paid for should again be 
disposed of at public sale, the legislative assembly of the 
territory of Wisconsin^ deem it an act of duty to the people 
residing in said district^ to address your honorable ba.dy in 
their behalf. 

, Your memorialists regard the welfare of any one portion 
of the territory as intimately connected with the growth and 
prosjperity of.thewhole^ and therefore that whatever concerns 
the prosperity of the people of the western part of the terri* 
tory affects more or less all other portions of the territory. 

Of thj^ highest importance to the settlers of the country is 
the tenure by which they hold their lands.^ , If the tenure be 
fi;(ed» stable, aiq^ permaaent, industry is eacourged, penma* 
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neiiHaWd Valua'bl^ imptovements are ttiadie, and a isettled and 
thrifty population occupy the soil. 

If there have been x)ccasional" instances of frand in this en- 
try of lands, offered for sale, it is Tespe<ftfuHy sug^gested that 
the judicial tribunals of the land are alone the proper tribu- 
nals to investigate such matters and apply the proper temedy, 
and that again to expose to sale the lands embraced in said 
proclamation, which have been once entered, without such 
entries having been set aside as fraudulent, by a decree of a 
competent judicial tribunal, would be makmg the innocent 
purchaser suffer from the act of the fraudulent, and would be 
fraught with injustice and ruin to a large number who have 
violated no law, and who «ire not obnoxious to the slightest 
charge of having wronged or defrauded the government. If 
the object of the contemplated sale be to reach cases of fraud 
in the lentry of these lands, the result will be, that where the 
fraud is rebuked by reaching one who really has practised 
fraud 4n the entry and purchase of any such land, many per* 
sons entirely innocent of any such fraud, who 9re holding 
lands as grantees, perhaps five or six transfers remote from 
the original purchaser at the land ojfHce, would be entirely 
-stripped of the property, and who would be left without -any 
remedy whatevw, the original purchaser being dead, having 
removed from the country, or utterly insdrent ; such persons 
having purchased in good faith, relying more for the sound* 
ness of their title, and their security in their homes, upon the 
government, than upon the pecuniary responsibility of their 
grantors. To expose these lands to sale, then, would be to 
strip a large number of the settlers of our territory of their 
tdear bought homes, to take from them thousands of dollars 
of the hard earnings of years of toil and labor, which they 
have brought upon these lands, and invested in the form of 
improvements, to invite cupidity and avarice, to take advan- 
tage of the poor and necessitous, to open the door to opression 
and injustice, and to hazard the peace and the welfare of an 
important portion of our territory. The disastrous effects, 
and the inevitable ruin [of] a large number of our best and 
most enteifprising citizens consequent upon a resale of the be* 
forementioned hnds, and the serious effects upon the pros* 
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perity of OUT t9rritory» now about emerging fieott mritoiM 
dependence to the position of a sovereign and independeiftt 
state, cannot fail tp be obvious to your honorable body. • In 
view of all these facts urged by the most important consii*. 
erations of public policy and public and private justice, and 
as the only effectual means of protecting and securing th? 
rights of innocent parties, the legislative assembly of the 
territory of Wisconsin respectfully and most earnestly peti- 
tion your honorable body, to provide by law, for withholding 
from sale all lands in the Mineral Point land district hereto- 
fore sold, and for the issuing of patents for all lands purcha- 
sed at said land office, saving such entries as have been, or 
may hereafter be, declared fraudulent entries, by the proper 
tribunals.

To the congress of the United States in relation 
to the improvement of the Des Moine and 
Bock Eiver Rapids of the Mississippi river. 

To the Honorable the SeTuUe and House o^ Beipres€9U0^:ivefr 
of the United States : 

Your m9U»Qfi%U«t9| the Council aod Hous? c^ Repr^neiitii^ 
tires of the T^|g^ of Wiaconai^, beg leav^ agnia b».ijffge 
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upfnr yfxait httmxmsL the imporlanee 6f inqxrormg tbe tayigar 
tioii of the Missi^ippi riTer» by temoviag the obstructions at 
the rapids. It is well known to your honorable body that the 
<Mily~ obstruction to the navigation of the Mississippi river, 
(tom its mouth to the Falls of St. Anthony, aje the Des 
Moine.rapids near the so^theru boundary of lo.wa, and the 
Rock river rapids about one hundred and fifty miles above. 
These rapids cut off the navigation of the river for steanji 
boats, except at periods of high water, in general not exceed- 
ing two months per year. During the greater part of the 
seasoB, all freiglat passing up or dowfn the river has to be 
lowed over the rapids in keels, at great risk, delay, and ex- 
pense, or transported by land a distance of about twelve 
miles. The extent of the obstruction to navigation is such as 
to make the cost of transportation frgm St. Louis to Galena, 
while the rapids are impassable for steam boats, double, and 
often four times as great as when boats can pass freely 
through. Many boats, also, are shattered, and large amounts 
of property destroyed every year in attempting to make the 
passage. When it is considered that the Mississippi river,, 
for seven hundred miles above the lower rapids, runs through 
the most fertile and beautiful country in the west, and is the 
natural highway for all the commerce pf that vast and teem- 
ing valley; when it is considered that all the produce of the 
lead mines, all the grain, and other productions of this re- 
gion must seek a market, and all its supplies in return be 
borne upon the Mississippi ; and when it is considered with 
what rapidity, hitherto unparalleled, this region is increasing 
in population and wealth, it will be seen what great inter- 
ests, present an:! prospective, will be subserved by the im- 
provement to which we have felt it our duty to call your at- 
tention. It is believed from careful estimates, >hat the an- 
nual loss to the people of Wisconsin, Iowa and Illinois, in 
the increased price of transportation eaused by the rapids^ 
amounts to as much as the whole cost of removing them, 
large though it be. Sound policy and thft interests of the 
country evidently demand this improvement. That it is con- 
stitutional, that it is within the power, and is the dttty of the 
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general govenunent to keep qpen the chaiuiel of this great 
aim of the ocean, seems to he agreed hy those Who contend 
for the most strict construction. 

Your memorialists therefore respectfully urge upon you tlie 
importance and necessity of this work, and pray that an ap- 
propriation may be immediately made to accomplish it. And 
the President of the United States is most respectfully re- 
quested to sanction the law making said appropriation, should 
one be made by congress.

MEMORIAL 

To congress for the reduction of the price of even 
section lands on the Milwaukee and Rock 
river canal district. 

The memorial of the Council and House of Representatives 
of the Territory of Wixconsin to the Congress of the United 
States^ respectfully sheweth: 

That congress, by an act approved February 18th, 1838, 
^nted to the territory of Wisconsin, to aid in the construc- 
tion of the Milwaukee and Rock River Canal, one half of a 
strip of land, ten miles wide, along the route of said canal, 
consisting of the odd numbered sections and embracing about 
one hundred and forty thousand acres. 

This grant seems to have been induced by the belief that 
1>y the aid thus given the canal would be speedily construe^ 

32 
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ed» tiid thereby tbua mlse of tbepnlilie k&dtistts irmnity 
^ould be largely increased. 

Accordingly the minimum price of these lands, as well of 
the odd sections granted to the territory, as of the eren sec- 
tions retained by the government, was fixed by the act of 
congress at two dollars and fifty cents per acre. The pro- 
ject of constructing the canal, however, was found to be far 
beyond the available resources of the company and of the 
territory, and has long since been abandoned by both. In 
the mean time, however, large numbers of settlers, invited 
by the prospective improvement of the country by the con- 
struction of the canal, located upon these lands, and made 
valuable improvements thereon, awaiting the time when 
they should be offered in market at the enhanced price placed 
on them as aforesaid. 

The abandonment of the work has been to all these enter- 
prising and meritorious individuals a source of deep disap- 
pointment and irreparable injury after many years of anxious 
suspense, the legislative assembly of the territory, at its pres- 
ent session ha^ given relief to the settlers on the odd sections 
by passing an act authorizing the sale of all the unsold por- 
tions of the lands granted to the territory, at the minimum 
price of one dollar and thenty-fiv© cents per acre. It is be- 
lieved that a large portion of these sections will be sold du- 
ring the ensuing year. 

The settlers on the even sections present equal claims to 
the interposition of congress for their relief. No reason seems 
to' exist why these lands, should be held «t a higher price per 
acre than the adjacent portions of the public domaiiu. On the 
the contrary, after many years of deky and svspeoae, it 
would seem that the government ought not to add to the dis- 
appointment arisii^g from the abandonment of the canal, the 
further injury of demanding double the ordinsury price of the 
public lands* The restoration of the even sections to the 
price imposed on them before the iUusive pjr^misi^ of «• pub- 
lic improvement to enhance their value^was held oui, would 
seem to be the. dictate equftlly of true es^ty and soond fnii* 
cy. 
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Many of these lands were oceupied by settlers prior to the 
vAoi 1838, by which they were taken out of the market and 
the settlers cut oflffrom the ordinary pre*emption rights then 
existing by the laws of the United States. Justice requires 
that these.settlers, and especially those who located before 
the act of 1838 should be restored to the rights enjoyed by 
settlers on all the other public lands. 

Your memorialists therefore ask that the even sections be- 
longing to the canal tract aforesaid shall be placed in market 
at the same price and on the same terms and conditions in all 
respects as all the other public lands in the Milwaukee land 
district. 

They also respectfully represent that all such persons as 
niay h^ve heretofore purchased l^ds in said seciions at (he 
minimum price of two dollars and fifty cents per acre, beingf 
aU increase of one dollar and twenty-five cents pQr acre, in 
consequence of the proposed improvements now abandoned, 
should be repaid the amount of such increased r^tes, o^ ma- 
king due praof ol th^ faots to the proper land officers. And 
your memorialists pray that provision may be made by law 
for the relief of purchasers in all such cases, by giving the 
actual settlers of the said even section lands one year pre- 
emption to the same.
